* 104. The weapons of our warfare are not carnall, but mighty 
through God to the pulling down? of ſtrong holds : Weeall 

' know in a temporall warre, that City thatis beſieged, if all the 
ſtrong holds be broken downe, the Citizens will be forced ta 
ycild up themſelves ; ro in like manner, by the opening and nn- 
folding of ſeven points of Scripture , I ſhall by the helpe and 
power of God pull down ſeven ſtrong holds, which rhe Biſhops 


and all their Clergy hold forth by a falſe interpretation of Scri- 
pture, whereby they have blinded and deceived all rhole people 
that are as yet held under their power. The firſt ſtrong hold is 
Rom.13.1. Let every ſoule be ſubjeFt tothe higher power, for there is 
no power but of God, the powers that be are ordained of God, whoſoever 
therefore reſiſteth the power reſiſteth the ordinance of God , and they 
that reſiſt ſhall receive to themſelves damnation, Now I underſtand 


che Biſhops and all their Clergy make the people beleeve thar 
they are the minifters and meſſengers of Jeſus Chriſt, whoſoever 
therefore refiſteth their power and their doQrine they threaten 
damnation againſt them: bur by the help and power of God1 
ſhall plainly prove that the word of God makes mention of a 
twofold power, one proceedeth froin the true God, the other 
tromthefalſc Devill ; therefore 1 will ſhew you in briefe how 
we muſt obey all power both ſpicitnall and remporall ; firſt, for 
temporall, we muſt obey the King, and his Magiſtrates, ſo thar 
by their power they doe not draw us from the true worſhip and 
obedicnce of Chrift who is King of Kings, for the Apoſtle ſaith 
plainly, Epheſ.6.10. Ay brethren be ſtrong in the Lord and in the 
power of hs might, for we wraſtle not againſt fleſh and blood , but a- 
gainſt fy zncipalities, againſt powers , azainſt the rulers of the dark- 
"eſſe of this world, againſt ſpirituall wickedneſſe in high places , that 
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_ 4s, apainſt falie « oQrrine , and' falſe worſhip which proceederh 
from the Devill and his kingdome of darkneſſe , which God 
would have all his children to be valiant men of warre, totram- 
plc all ſuch power under their feet. Now by the help of God 
1 will ſhew you in briefe , how the Clergy have deceived the 
King and his Magiſtrates, and all other people which are as yer 
Held under their powes, in making ef them beleeverhar the old 
Law 1s arule of obedience for the people to bee led and guided 
by ; but I will prove that the more they brings the people under = 
xhe obedince of the old Law, the more they bring them under 
the bondage of the Devill : My farſt proofe is, Heb.2.14. Foraſ- _ 
much then as the children were made partakers of fleſh and 
blood, Chriſt himſelfe alſo tooke part of the ſame, that through 

death he might deſtroy him that had the power of death, thar is 
the devill, and fo to deliver all thoſe, who through feare of 
cicath were all their life time ſubje@to bondage , This place of 
Scripture doth plainly prove and fignific , that all thoſe people 
that were under the old Law, they were under a yoake of bon- 
dage, untill Chriſt freed them by his: ſuffering on the Crofle. 
Againe, Rom.7,6. Now we atrcdclivercd fromthe Lays ,. that 
being dead wherein wee were held; as held: under the chaines = 
bondage of Sathan , that wee ſhould ferve in newnefſe of 
{pirir, and not in the oldneſle of the letter ; Thar is, in newnefle 
of the Goſpel, and notin the oldneſſe of the Law. Thus I have 
proved in bricfe, the old Law is the ſpirit of bondage, and fo is 
che Devil which Chriſt hath redeemed all rhoſe people from 
char wil be reconciled to him, and tothe obedience of his glorti- 
ous Goſpel. And by theſe plaintruths of Scripture which I have 
written, I have pulled downe one ſtrong hold which the Biſhops 
and all their Clergy hold forth by a falſe interpretation of Scri- 
pturc, whereby they have deceived the King and his Magiſtrates, 
and all other people that:are as yet held under their power.

For when the fulneſſe of 1rme was come , Cod ſent {0;:+ 
his Son, made of a woman, made under the Law , for to redec;z:- 
them that were under the Law, that we might receive the adoptic:: 
of ſons. Againe, As 3.18. Thoſe things which God before hid 
ſbewed by the mouth of all hu Prophets , that Chrift (hould ſuffc;, 
ro ranſome his people from the bondage of hell , hee hath [o 
fulfilled, Againe, Col. 1. 19. For it pleaſed the Father that :3 
Chrift ſhould all fulneſſe dwell , and (having made peace by the 
blood of his Croſſe) by him #6 reconcile all things unto himſclf, © 
him 1ſay, whether they be things in hcaven, or things on earth. 
Agzine, Epheſ.1.22. God gave his Soa tobe head over all thin 5 
to the Church, which ts his body, the fulneſſe of him that filleth ai 
7n all. Thus by theſe plaine truths of Scripture which 1 have 
written, 1 have pulled downe another ſtrong hold which the 
Clergy hold forth , by a falſe interpretation of Scripture, 
whereby they keep the people under the old Law. The third 
ſtrong hold is Gal, 3. 24. The Apoſtle ſaith , The Law was a 
ſchoolemaſter to bring #s to Chriſt, butthe Clergy ſay, the Lav 
is a {coolemaſter , is-is onething,. and was is another, for is. 
nonifieth that which is now preſent, but the Apoſtle ſaith, 
The Law was 4 ſchoolemafter , this word was ſignificth that 
which is paſt and gone, for when Chriſt is come , weare no 
longer under a {choolemaſter, verſe 25. This verſe doth 
plainly prove , thar all thoſe people that are and ſhall be re- 
conculed to Chriſt, they are no longer under the old Law;for 
*yearc all the children of God by faith in Chriſt Jeſus, for as

raany ofyou as have beene baptiſed into Chriſt have pur on 
Chriſt , Now alas for pity, how many thouſands of people 
are here in England,thar are ſo blinded by talſe dorine thar 
rhey doe not truly diſcerne whereunto they arc baptiſed, for 
we are baptized to Chriſt and to the obedience of hisGoſpel, 
and are thereby freed from the old Law; I {ay all choſe peo- 
ple that ſhal ſtand ſtedfaſt ro Chriſt, and to the faith of the 
Goſpel whereunto wee are baptized. Againe, I wilprove 
S. Paul calleth the people from the old Law , for hee ſaith 
plainly, Gal.4.19. My little children, of waom I travel in 
birth againe til Chrift be formed in you. Tel me yee thar 
deſire to be under the Law, doe ye not heare the Law? For it 
is written, Abraham had two ſons, one by a bondmaid, the 
other by a freewoman, which fignificth the two Covenants, 
as you may reade verſe 24. but heofthe bondwoman was = 
borne afrer the fleſh, which is carnal and gendreth to bon- . 
dage, for this mount S724: gendreth to bondage, but heof } 
the freewoman was by promiſe , who ftgnificth Chriſt and 
the miniftration of the blood of the New Teſtament, which 
by regeneration is to everlaſting life and juſtification, but as 
he then that was borne after the fleſh , perſecuted him thar 
was borne after the ſpirit, even fo it is now, verſe 29, and I 
ſay plainly and rruly, fo it is now with me; for now God my 
2lorious Father hath raiſed me up to be atrue witneſle of his 
Son Jeſus Chriſt, for to ſhew and prove unto the people, 
char by his ſuffering on the Crofle and the power of his rc- 
LurreRion he hath ranſomed his people quire off from the old 
Law and Teftamenr ; for this cauſe I have been twelve rimes 
caſt into priſon, bur whar ſaith the Scripture, Caſt our rhe 
- bondwoman and her ſon, for the ſonne of the bondwoman 
'thal nor be heire with the ſon of the freewoman. I underſtand 
hc ſon of the bondwoman fignificth the Devill and the old? 
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Law, for the old Law is the ſpirit of bondage; and ſo 15:1;s 
Devil, as I have already proved in pulling downe of the firſt 
ſtrong hold : but the ſon of the freewoman ſignifieth Chriſt 
and the Goſpel, for Jeruſalem which is above is free, which 
:« the mother of us all; thar is, of all thoſe thar are and ſha}! 
be reconciled to Chriſt and to the obedience of his Goſpel. 
Thus I have proved that S.Pasl called the people from rh- 
old Law, and hereby I have pulled downe another ftrons 
hold, whereby the Clergy have deceived the people, in {iy - 
ing the old Law is a ſchoolemaſter to bring them ro Chriſt, 
The fourth ftrong hold isin Roxr.7.12.The Lawis holy,ard 
the commadementis holy, and juſt, and good; But it is ſaid. 
inthe fixt verſe, wee are delivered fromthe Law. Hereby 
] underſtand and ſhal plainly prove the word of God make; 
mention ofa twofold Law and commandement , one is to 
death and condemnation, the other to life and juſtification. 
My firft proofe is, Heb.7.17.For the Prieſthood being chang- 
ed, there is made of neceffity a change of the Law, for it is 
evident that our Lord ſprang out of Judah, of which Tribe 
Moſes ſpake nothing conecrning Prieſthood, and it is farre 
more evident, for that after the order. of Melchiſedech there 
ariſeth another Prieſt, verſe 15. who is made not after the - 
Law of a carnal commandement , but after the power of as 
endleſle life, for the Lord ſware and will not repent, fayiag. . 
Thou arr a Prieſt for ever after the order of Melchiſedech, by 
ſo much was Jeſus made a ſurety ofa better teſtament, for 
_ thereis verily a diſanulling of the commandement going be-- 
fore, verſe 18, a diſanulling doth fignific a putting away and 

to make void,for the commandement that was ordained unto - 
IteI found that to be unto death, Rom.7.6; For Chrift hath. 
aboliſhed death,and brought mortality into light.as I prove, . 
Fpheſ.2.15, Having aboliſhed in his fleſh rhe Lay of po 
| MAarſnyge- 


mandements contained in ordinances for to make in himſelfe 
of twaine one new man, and ſo making peace, and that hee 
might reconcile both unto God in one body by the Crofle, 

having ſlainethe enmity thereby: Hereby I have plainly pro- 
ved that Chriſt hath aboliſhed rhe Law of commandements 
contained in ordinances , which I ſhal prove againe to be 
the miniſtration of rhe old teſtament , for rhe Apoſtle ſaich 
plainly, 2 Cor.3.7. If the miniſtration of dearch ' written and 
raven in ſtones was glorious, which glory was to be done 
away : I underftand rhe ten Commandemears was dclivered: 
£0 Moſes in Tables of ſtone., and a miniſtration was raiſed 
thereby, and Circumcifion, and thoſe ordinances which are

£0 you. Thus I have proved in bricte that Circumciſion and 
thoſe Ordinances which 1 have named did belong to the old 
Law and Teſtament, which 7 have proved to be the Law of 
commandements contained in ordinances which Chriſt hath 
redeemed us from-: Bur ſome people may fay, if there be no 
Law nor commandements, then we may run into all kinde 
of wickednefſe, but by Gods help 7 ſhal prove that the whole 
__ dodtrineofthe New Teſtament is all rhe commandaing power 

of Gad, toreach and inſtruct his people how they ſhould = 
' endeavour themſelves what to follow and what to flye ; My 
| | firſtproofeis, cMat.28.19, Chriſt ſaith, all power 1s given 

| | u£:0 me both in heaven and in earth, and he commanded vis 
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Diſciples, ſaying, Goe reach all nations, and baptiſc then, 
in the name of the Father, and of the Son , and ofthe Holy 
Ghoſt, . teaching them ro obſerve all thoſe things whatſce- 
ver have commanded you. Againe, Chrift faith, 79.15.14. 
Yeearomy friends if ye doe thoſe things whatſoever I have 
commanded you, and Chriſt is the mediator of the New 'Te- 
amen, Heb.g. and S. Pat ſaith , God hath made us able 
Miniſters of the New Teſtamenr, not-of the letter bur of the 
ſpirit, that is, not ofthe Law bur' of rhe Goſpel. Againe, 
Rom. 13.9. For this thou [halt not commit adultery , thou ſhsle 
»ot kill, thou ſhalt not fteale, thou ſhalt not beare falfe witncſſe, th: # 
ſhalt riot covet, if there be any other commandement it is briefiy 
clhmprehended in this ſaying,namelty, thou ſhalt love thy neighbor x 
«4 t ! ſelfe, that is, God will have every man as he would his 


fcighbour ſhould doe unto him, ſo T ſay againe; he muſt er.- 


deavour himſelfe to doe to his neighbour, Love worketh no 
Hl ro his neighbour, therefore love 15 the fulfilling of the Law 
of che ſpirit of life, for the ſpirit of God draws but one way, 


that is, to Chriſt and te-his glorious goſpel: Thus I praiſe 
God I have proved in briefe, thar the Commandements of 
God are gathered and concluded in the doQrine of the New 
Teſtament; bur the Clergy ſay, thoſe Commandements thar 
are written in the Old Law and Teſtament, are written again 
in the New, and therefore they ſay they are both as one,and 
they muſt be joyned together, but by the help of God I ſhall 
anſwer by a plaine and cleere fimilitude; for ifa man appoint 
and command his ſervant to goe and worke in his vineyard. 
if the ſervant ſhal negle@toworke in his owne maſters vine- 
yard, and ſhall worke in another mans,though he doethe ve- 
ry ſame work in likenefle as his own maſter did appoint him, 
whether it be ploughing or ſowing, reaping er mowing.dig-- 
ging or delving,when the Maſter ſhal demand of his ; dba ha 
Te On OY aying, 
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{aying , Have you donte thoſe things that I did command 
you, if he ſhal anſwer no, bur ſay he hath wrought for ano- 
ther man, why then his Maſter may juſtly ſay, hee tha fer 
thee on workeler him pay thee thy wages, even ſo it wil bee 
with our glorious God, for God hath appointed and-com- 
manded, that all his ſervants muſt worke out their ſalvation 
in the doArine of the New Teſtament;which is the vineyard 
of grace, for if a man havea zeale as hot ar firc,tt his zeale be 
- contrary to.the true worſhip and wil of God, that falſe zeale 

wil draw him downe to hel more likely then to raiſe him up 
ro heaven, for S.Pasls falſe zeale was to the old Law when 
he was a perſecutor of the.Church of Chriſt , for hee ſaith 
plainly concerning his zeale perſccuting the Church, Touch- 
me the righteouſneſſe that s in the Law blameleſſe, Phil.3, Thus 
I haveprovedin bricfe that S.Parls zeale was tothe old Law 
when he was a perſecutor of the Church of Chriſt, and in fo 
doing he was an enemy to God, and a friend unto the devill, 
wherefere by the help and power of God 1 wil boldly ſay as 
i is written,1 Cor.1.20. Where i the wiſe, where i the d;ſputer 
sf this world , 1 pray you now where are the Biſhops andall 
their Clergy,with all their deep doArines of darkneſſe, which 
are alwaies teaching and preaching upon the Law and Com- 
mandements, and yer alas, alas for pirty, they are ſo blinde 
in their dotrine-and in their judgement , that they doc not 
diſcernethe Law and Commandements which is unto death 
and condemnation, from the Law and Commandements 
which God hath ordained to life a juſtification. I praiſe God 
] have plainly and clearly proved that the Old Law and Te- 
NKament is the law of commandemenrs contained in ordinan+ 
ces,which I have proved to beche bondage of death and cor- 
- Tuption, bur on the other fide , I have proved that Chriſt is 
the law and commandements in the doctrine of the New Te- 


fament; 


-Rament which is the power of God to everlaſting life and ju- 
fification, the fulncſſe of him thar filleth all in all : and by 
theſe plaine truchs of Scripture which by Gods heJpe 7 have 
written, I have pulled downe another ſtrong hold , by pro- 
ving of a twofold law and commandements, for whereas S. 
Pazlſaith, The law is holy, and the commandement is holy, 
he meaneth Chriſt and the ſecond Covenant of grace, which 
is the law of the ſpirit of life, for S. Paul ſaith plainely , Roz. 
9.2, The Law of the ſpirit of life in C þriſt Jeſus hath made Hin 
{free fromthe law of fin and death, which law of fin and death ! 
have proved to be the old law and teftament, which Chritt 
hath redeemed all thoſe people from that wil be reconciled i 
his elorious Goſpel. The fifth ſtrong hold is in Rom.3.31. 
Doe we then make void the law through faith, God forbid, 
yea we eſtabliſh the law, and fodo 1, for 7 prove the old liw 
to be true in his place, for that was a forerunner of Chriſt,for 
the Apoſtle ſaith plainly , A&s 8. 18. Thoſe things which 
God before had ſhewed by the mouth of al his Prophets,thar 
Chriſt ſhould fuffer for ro redeeme His people from the bon- 
dage of hel, he hath ſo fulfilled, wherefore if I ſhould goe a- 
bour to eſtabliſh the old Law, for to preve thar it is ro bee 
joyned tothe body of Chriſt which is the glorious Church, 
then I ſhould be a lyar, for $. Paul ſaith expreſly in 3 Cor. 
5.17. It any man bein Chriſt he is a new-creature, this word 
any man plainly fignificth any man thar is upon the earth, 
- whether he berich or poore, if he be in Chriſt he muſt be a 
new creature, and for to be a new creature is to be reconciled 
to Chriſt and the new Teſtament, Old things are paſt away, 
behold all things are become new , tor as Circumciſion and 
thoſe Ordinances that are written, Heb.g. did belong to the 
old Law and Teſtament which is aboliſhed,now onthe other 
ſide, bapriſme and the bread and wine they are two holy Or- 
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*d1nances which doth belong to the gtorious body of Chriſt; 
and to the ſecond Covenant of grace, for Chriſt ſaith plain- 
ly, Heb.xo.9, LoeIcometo doe thy will O God, hertaketh 
away the firſt that he might eſtabliſh the ſecond, thus I have 
provedthe New Teſtament to bee an cverlafting Covenaar 
chat ſhal ſtand arid abide for ever. Again, I have plainly pro- 
ved that the Old Law and Teſtament is quite aboliſhed, and 
hereby I have pulled downe another ſtrong hold which the 
Clergy hold forth in Remp.3. for to keepethe people under 
the old Law. Thefixt ſtrong hold is the Arr of ſcholarſhip, 
for S.Parl ſaith, Rem.1o. How canthey preach except they 
be ſent, now the Biſhops and their Clergy have made the 
people belceve-thatno man can bea true and found preacher 
but he muſt be brought up in the Vniverfities, and be taughr 
the Latin and Grecke tongue, bur they are much deceived in 
their judgement, for that arr is but to ſpeake a word in Latin 
or Grecke, and then Engliſh it againe, bur alas, that is as far 
off from opening and unfolding the myſteries of God to the 
rue meaning and fignification, as the ſhadow of the Moone 
15 from the light and glory of the Sun, for God hith laid the 

Goſpelin ſuch a complear way , thar if there bee a myſtery = 
that ſpeaketh ſomething darkely in one place, a man may by. 
rke help of God finde out two or three places for to prove _ 
what that darke myſteric fignifieth, and tiar is the true and - 
perfe& way to open and unfold the myſteries of God to the 
true meaning and fignification,to rhe praiſe and glory ofGod, 
and to the confounding of falſe doQrines which proceed 
from the Devil,eand theſe things may be done without the 
help of Latin or Grecke tongue, tor I hope all choſe har ſhal 
reade this booke, or heare it read, may plainly underſtand 
thar 7 ſpeakethe truth. Againe, S.Pavs! ſaith Gal.z.The Go- 
ſpe] tnat Ne preached to the people is not after man , tor hee 


was 


- was not taught-of man, bur by the revelation of Jeſus Chriſt, 
this ſaying of S.Paul doth plainly prove, that when God cal- 
led himto be a Preacher , he was taught by the divine ſpiric 
of God, and ſo 7 praiſe God am 1. Again, S. Pas ſaith 1 Cor,z. 
God ſent him to preach Chriſt with power and demonſtrati- 
on of the ſpirit, not with wiſdome of words, leſt the Croſſe 
of Chriſt ſhould be made of none effe, now the plainertruth 
is, the Biſhops and their Clergy by their dark Art of Scho- 
larſhip they fight againft the divine power of the ſuffering 
of the Croſſe of Chriſt, for 7 praiſe God 7 have plainly pro- 
ved in this booke, that Chriſt by his ſuffering on the Croſſe, 
he hath ranſomed his people quite off from the old Law and 
Teſtament, but the Biſhops and their Clergy wil nor yet be. 
lecve ir, but war againſt it, and in ſo doing, they goaboutta 
makethe ſuffering of the Croſſe of Chriſt of ſmal or none 
effe&, wherefore 1 ſay plainly andtruly, if they doe not re- 
pent and change their minds, they wil have thcir portion for 
co be tormented in hel for ever.. Againe, 1 wil prove in briefe 
that God doth not tyc himſclte ro the Art of ſcholarſhip, 
which the Clergy have been bred up unto, for God breatherh 
his ſpirit where it pleaſcth him, For God hath choſen the foo- 
liſh things ofthe world to confound the wiſe , and weake 
things hath God choſen, to confound the things that arc. 
mighty, 1 Cor.1.17. wherefore 1 ſay plainly and truly, God 
hath raiſed me up to ſhew his power in weakeneſſc,tor ro un- 
fold thoſe myſteries in the Goſpel of Chriſt, tharthe Biſhops 
and al their Clergy are not yet able to doe. And thus by the 
divine power of the. word of God 1 have pulled down another 
Kong hold , by proving that God doth not tyc himſelfe to 
the Art of ſcholarſhip which the Clergy have beene taughr 
inthe Vniverfities. The feventh ſtrong hold is in 2 Tim9.3.6. 
Al Scripture is given by. inſpiriration of God , andis profi- 
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table for do&ine, for teproofe,tor juſtification in righteouf. * 
neſſe ; now the Clergy [ay ,-the Old Law and Teſtament is. © 
Scripture , therefore they ſay chey mnſt preach it unto the 
people, bur by the help of God IT have already proved and 
ſhal prove againe in briefe, that all Scripture that is needful 
or neceſſary to ſalvation, is' gathered and contained in the 
New Teſtament ; my firſt proofe is Epheſ.1.10. For inthe 
diſpenſation of rimes God wil gather together in one all 

things in Chriſt , both which arc in heaven, and on earth, 
this verſe of Scripture doth plainly {tenifie, that God by the 
powertul preaching of his word, he wil gather al his people : 
into vue Goſpel , one Church, and one Religion. Aaine, 
Cl.1.19. For it pleaſerh the Father that in Chriſt ſh&4ld all 
fulnefle dwel, 'and having made peace through the blood of 
his Crofle, by him I ſay, whether they be things in heaven 
or things on earth. Againe, Epheſ. 1.22. For God our glori- 
ous Father gave us his Son Chriſt Jeſus to be head over al 
things to the Church which is his body , the falnefſe of him 
char filleth al in al. Thus I praiſe God I have ſhewed you in 
briefe, that al Scripture that is necdfull or neceſſary to falva- 
tion, is garhered and concluded in the doctrine of the New 
Teſtament , which is the booke of life, forthe word of God

viſible,ſpiritual and temporal. Again,wherethe Apoſtle faith 
al Scripritte is given by inſpiration of God for juſtification in 
rightcouſneſſe, wherefore 1 wit ſhew you in briefe that the 
word of God makes mention ofa twofold righteouſneſle,one 
is a ſhadow, and the other isofa glorious ſubſtance, where- 
fore by the help and power of God I wil boldly ſay with S: 
Paul, Phil. 3. I forget that which is behind, reaching forth 
©Qthat which is before, I preſſe hard roward the marke fer 
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[the priſe of the high calling of Jeſus Chriſt my Lord, and to 
t be found in him,not having mine owne righteouſneſle whick 
| ;5 ofthe Law, meaning the old Law, but the rightcouſneſſe 
which is through Chriſt by faich, which is by the vertue and 
| divine power of the word of God in the New Teftament 
b which is thelively and ſaving faith, For Chriſt Jeſus is the 
end ofthe Law for righreouſnes to every one that belceyerh, 
{ rom. 10.4.For God hath made him to be fin for us who knew 
| no finge that we might be made the righteouſneſle of God in 
| him, 2 Cor. 5.21. and we in him, and hee in us by the divine 
power of his word in his glorious Goſpel which liveth in us, 
and by theſe plaine truths of Scripture which I by Gods help 
have written in this booke, I have pulled downe even ſtrong 
holds which rhe Biſhops and al their Clergy hold forrh by 
| a falſe interprecation of the Scriptures , whereby they have 
deceived al thoſe people thatare as yer held under their pow- 
er; forthe word of God is quick and powerful, and ſharper 
chenany twoedged ſword ; firſt, it is quick in apprehenſion 
forto divide betwixt the Law and the Goſpel , ſecondly.ir is 
powerful for to draw the people from the bondage of hel = 
and corruption into the glorious liberty of the children of 
| God, for God wil finiſh the worke and cur it ſhort in righte- 
ouſneſſe, becauſe a ſhort worke the Lord wil make upon the 
carth,Rom.9., for we know that the Son of Ged is come and 
hath given us an underftanding that we may know him that 
is true, and we are in him thar is true, even in his Son Jeſus 
Clift, rhis is the true God and eternal life, wein him, and he 
in us by the divine power of his word in his glerious Goſpel 
which liveth in us, unto whom be al praiſc, honour and glo- 
ry both now and ever more world without end, 4mev. 
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
